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(54) PRODUCTION OF HOLOGRAM FORMING SHEET 
(57)Abstract: 

PURPOSE: To inexpensively produce a sheet having an 
excellent surface characteristic with good reproducibility 
by the constitution in which a synthetic resin extruded 
from a die with a cooling roll having a relief hologram 
type stamper on the surface is extruded and cooled. 
CONSTITUTION: The synthetic resin melt 5 extruded 
from the T die 2 is pressed by the relief hologram type 
stamper 9 stuck to the surface of the cooling roller 3 and 
a nip roll 4 to emboss a hologram on the resin 5 surface. 
A metallic reflection layer 10 is fonned on the surface of 
the sheet 5' cooled by the roll 3. The sheet having the 
excellent surface characteristic is thus inexpensively and 
efficiently produced with good reproducibility.
